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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that there is no motivation 
behind the combination of prior art references to Lee and Durrant as well as the inability to combine Durrant with Lee since Lee uses 
address comparisons to cause byte swapping. Examiner does not agree. Firstly, the claims language requires a comparison a bit value, 
as the applicant emphasizes in his remarks. The primary reference to Lee is already doing this in the embodiment where the address 
from the host and peripheral are compared to determine if byte swapping is required. Thus, comparison of a bit, specifically, multiple bits 
is actually already being done by Lee. This completely meets the requirement of the claim language which is not limited to a single bit. 
Secondly, in the scenario where ONLY a single bit is compared, Durrant was combined with Lee to show that having a single individual bit 
used to define the endian nature of a device is known to one of ordinary skill in the art. Examiner does not agree that Lee cannot be 
combined with Durrant because of incompatiblity. Lee expressly discloses another embodiment that does not use address comparison to 
determine whether to byte swap, but rather, uses control signals to byte swap the device (Column 4, lines 40-48). Simply comparing 
endian modes through a single bit comparison, where the single bit indicates the endian mode, to determine which control signal to 
execute would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
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
